England *nd tub Dardanelles 
Yesterday's "Financier" says that 
"very confidently/' though, not unnec- 
essarilyit also says ' somowhat officially ,' 
it , ''can stato the course resolved 
upon by thoBritishCabinet in tho event 
of tho Russian army invading Turkey : 
A British corps d'armee will immedi- 
ately occupy Constantinople; and tho 
land-front of that city, together with 
tho lines of Gullipoli, commanding the 
European shores of tho Dardanelles, 
will also bo fortified and defended 
against all attacks — should attack somo 
which is more thau doubtful. The 
land-front of Constantinople is not 
mrjre than 15-niilea in breadth, and is 
not assailablo upon ruoro than one-half 
of that frontage; and the heavy artill- 
ery of tho British ironclads — thom- 
selvos invulnerable to field artillery or 
ordinary siege guns — could rake tho 
flanks of this position for several miles 
inland. Tho European side of the 
Dardanelles can bo defended with 
equal ease. It is calculated that not 
more than 25,000 British troops would 
be required, and British engineer 
officers uro already engaged in making 
the surveys requisite for a thorough de- 
feuco of tho Turkish capital. The 
object of her Majesty's Government is 
not to engage in war between Turkey 
and Russia. These Powers may fight 
out their quarrel. Whether in Europe 
or in Asia, tho Turk and tho Muscovite 
will have tho battlefield to themselves. 
Neither into Bulgaria nor Armenia 
will tho British standards advance. 
England's sole purpose— and one 
which the Government are resolute to 
defend — it is that Constantinople and 
tho Dardanelles shall not be seized by 
tho army or navy of Russia. England 
would simply and temporarily hold 
Constantinople in pledge, on behalf of 
tho other Bowers, and of tho world at 
large. And, as soon as a neutral State 
is formed on the Bosphorous, or such 
other arrangement as Europe may 
ultimately come to for the wardeuship 
of tho Dardanelles, England would 
willingly withdraw. Thus tho Minis- 
terial policy is perfectly clear and free 
from future entanglements; it has a 
distinct object of vital importance to 
British interests, and beyond that 
object the British Government will not 
go, and will not be forced."

THE FRUITS OF VICTORY. 1 

Now that tho battle baa boon fpuglit 
and tbo smoko is clearing luvay, it is pro- 
per that wo should poiut out to tho read- 
ers of this journal who havo sustained us 
during our loDg and woarisomo struggle 
against a powerful und unscrupulous pub- 
lic enemy, tho fruits of the victory that 
has been won. Perhaps no* part of tho 
policy of tho late Mayor and Councillors 
•was more irritating or objcctionablo to 
Ratepayers, than their secret sessions or 
commi'tteos of tho whole, from which tho 
public woro always excluded, aud tho pro- 
ceedings of which wero noted down in a 
minute-book kept specially for tho pur- 
pose and never rocorded in detail in tho 
regular minuto-book. Months ago— long 
before tho bitter quarrolbotweon tho Cor- 
poration and ;oursolvos commenced— wo 
-wrruod tho Mayor and Council that they 
were pursuing a course that was illogal; 
that whilo thoy had closed tho door to tho 
public they had opened it to tbo admis- 
sion of every description of irregularity 
and abuse. Tho warning was unheeded. 
Secret sessions wore regularly hold, and 
tho second minute book will bIiow that bills 
wero then passed and contracts made that 
Lave not yet soon tbo light of day. Under 
tho now officials there will bo no secret 
sessions; no miuuto-book kept for tbo 
eyos of Councillors alono. We have tho 
assurance of Mr. Drako that all meetings 
shall bo held in public; that contracts 
shall be made and bills ordored paid with 
tbo doors of tho Council Chamber wide 
open. Another very obnoxious circum- 
stance connected with the late adminis- 
tration was tho difficulty tho public al- 
ways experienced in obtaining access to 
public documonts, which could only bo 
done through tho medium of tho Mayor. 
The Mayor-elect, wo understand, will is- 
sue instructions that every document of 
a public character shall bo opon to 
the inspection of Ratepayers duriug 
office hours each day. Rut the 
worst featuro conuocted with the official 
career of tho lato Mayor and Council- 
lors was tho practice of deoling ono with 
tho other— that is, throwing work or busi- 
ness into each other's way and paying for 
it from tho City treasury. This practice 
■was in direct contravention of a provision 
of the Incorporation Act, whioh states 
very distinctly that no member of tho City 
Corporation shall have an interest, diroct 
ly or indirectly, in any work or contract 
for which any portion of the funds of tho 
Corporation is to bo paid, subject to a 
fine of $2500 for each and every offence. 
This provision is a wise and wholesome 
one. Without it, what oheck can there 
bo on Civic expenditure ? if mombers of 
the Corporation may supply all tho goods 
or perform all tho services required by 
tho Corporation at their own figures and 
audit thoir own accounts, we submit that 
a cardinal principlo of Municipal govern 
tnent (which supposes the services of all 
Municipal officers to be freely rendered] 
is violated. Who is to say, for instance 
whether or not tho number of tons of coal 
charged as supplied tho Corporation 1 
ono Councillor, or fcba number of loaves 
of bread charged by another Councillor 
or the number of bats charged by tho 
Mayor, correspond with the number ac 
tually received? If A, B or C, not mem- 
bers of the Corporation, supply the City 
with certain articles, their accounts must 
Btand the test of an examination and audit 
by the Councillors. But if members of 
the Financo Committee supply those arti- 
cles, who is to audit or exaimno 
their accounts besides themselves ? It 
would be like appealing from C;Giar 
to Geosar, would it not ? Carry tho illus- 
tration a littlo further and imagino hon- 
ourable members of tho House of Assem- 
bly taking contracts for tho making of 
roads, building of bridges and court- 
houses, and other similar work, and then 
voting tho money necessary to pay their 
own accounts. What would follow? 
Tho entire rovonuo of tho country, except 
that portion required in tho payment of 
salaries, would bo swallowed up by mem- 
bers of tho Ilouse. What opportunity 
would be afforded a contractor or dealer 
not a member of the Houso of competing 
for public work, or, should ho compete, 
of getting a contract ? Now, one of tho 
practices which Mr. Drake and the now 
Council proposo to roform is tbo ono that 
permitted Councillors to sharo in tho ex- 
penditure of tho public rovonuo. It was 
followed to a largo extent by tho lato 
Councillors, directly and indirectly, and 
to that practice, in a groat measure, may 
bo attributed tho small amount of benefit 
that has flowed from a largo expenditure 
of money on public works in this City 
duriug tbo past year or two. No member 
of tho Council will bo allowed to perform 
any service to whioh there is attached a 
monoy-paymont except when there oc- 
curs a great and snddon emergency. An- 
other. advantage that will flow from tho 
recent ohangos will bo tho maintenance of 
order at mootings of tho Council — which 
have not unfitly been described from tho 
public platform as "a disgraco to the 
City." All work of a publio character 
will bo given out by contract to tho low- 
est responsible biddur. Stops will bo 
immediately taken to secure drainage; 
etreots and guttors will bo cleansed of 
thoir many impurities and repaired; pub- 
lic monios will bo equitably and evenly 
exponded throughout the City. Ami 
should it bo found eompatiblo with tho 
discharge of tho duties and liabilities of 
tho Corporation there will bo a reduction 
of tho official staff, as walrus a considera- 
ble reduction in taxation, which now baara 
very heavily on all classes. Wo have fre- 
quently shown how, undor tho old sot of 
pllicors, tho credit of tho City lias fallen to 



a very low abb, and that its water deben- 
tures, with a Provincial endorsement, 
worth 100, wore sold at S7 l A. Tho pros- 
sonco in tho Council of such men as Fin- 
layson, Trounce, Joffrce, Tumor and Rod- 
fern, with Drako as Mayor, will raiso tho 
Municipal credil immediately. Such aro a 
few of tho fruits of tho Reform viotory of 
Tuesday— and from tho knowledge wo 
possess of tho new Mayor and Council- 
lors wo will venture tho prediction that 
beforo three months shall have passed 
undor tho new regime that Ratopayors will 
reason to bless tho day on which nearly 
all tho formor occupants of the Civio 
ohftirs were sent to tho right-about. , 

And, now, a word or two as to tho 
oourso pursued by The Colonist respect- 
ing tho lato Mayor and Council. Wo havo 
boenaccusod of boing unnecessarily harsh 
in tho employment of languago when do- 
scribing their shortcomings. Wo do not 
agree with our critics. Under tho circum- 
stances that prosontod themsolves to tho 
editor of this paper on tho 1st of October 
last, when ho obtained a peop into tho 
privato minuto-book of tho Council, and 
saw that tho James Pay water contract 
was not recorded in the regular minuto- 
book, and that largo sums of money had 
been surreptitiously paid to Councillors 
without tho knowlodgo of tho publio; 
when our reporters woro rofused tho 
privilege of taking notes of tho proceed- 
ing ; when he found that his contempor- 
ary was employed to garble tho roports 
aud suppress such portions aB it was sup- 
posed would militato against tho Mnyor 
and Council ; when ho found an apathy 
and indifference pervading tho publio 
mind as to what became of the Civic money 
and of the financial breakers towards 
which tbo City was rapidly drifting — ho 
iolt called on to sound tho alarm. Ho 
did so, wo claim, fearlessly and boldly. 
That ho did so effectually is best attest- 
ed by the improved personnel of tho 
candidates at tho recent election. 
If ho found it necessary to uso strong 
language, it was not stronger than tho 
circumsianoos warranted, or ho would 
have reaped a plentiful crop of libel suits 
long 'ere this. Ho has set down naught 
in malico, and has nothing to retract. 
That he has spoken tho truth will bi 
r-oertuiued when tho books of the Coi 
poration Bhall havo boen passed over i 
thoir now custodians. 



Burmese Ordnance Practiok. — The 
King of Burmah has mounted '24 guns on 
his mud parapeka. Tti^n are real guns, 
so that the 200 or :)00 wooden "dummies" 
nood not bo referrod to. Ono of tho bona 
fide caunou is a Krupp, of which His Ma- 
jesty of tho Goldon Foot is naturally 
proud. Ho has lately amused himself by 
throwing shot from this gun into tho Irra- 
waddy River. A few of theso shot havo 
been well directed, and afforded tho Lord 
of the Seven Umbrollas considerable 
amusement. Ono struck a rice laden 
dhow, which filled and sank, drowning 
tho captain. The King was in raptures, 
for it appears ho pointed tho gun. Aftar a 
little shells wore tried at long ranges. 
Tho target now was tho village on tho op- 
posite bank of tho Irrawaddy. All Man- 
dalay turned out to watch tho result. Af- 
ter ono or two ineffectual shots, the village 
was espied to be in flames. The inhabi- 
tants "ran about like mad," in such a 
comical manner that tho King again 
had a hearty laugh. Then the crowds on 
tho Maudalay side of tho beach tempted 
His gracious Majesty, who suddenly gavo 
tho sight-seers a doso of grapo aud canis- 
ter. Tho crowd instantaneously dispers- 
ed, leaving some 20 men, women, and 
children behind. His Majesty was high- 
ly amused. The Krupp gnu fully an- 
swers his expectations. Tbo next crimi- 
nal is to blown from its mouth. Ho has 
heard thattlio English have adopted that 
modo of summary execution. He must 
test it for himself, which ho will as soon 
as possible. But, hitherto, shot, shell, 
and grupeshot have proved tolerably suc- 
cessful; and His Majesty feels quite equal 
to the exigencies of a European war. — 
Echo. 

Further Discoveries in Tar. — Tho 
dirty product known as tar is the Africa 
of tho chemist. Every one who dips into 
it to make explorations is sure to find a 
new substance to reward him for his 
trouble. Those who were earliest in the 
field came upon parullino, solar oil, 
creosote, and then followed a long line of 
exquisite coloi'3; this branch of tbo sub- 
ject being apparently exhausted, more 
skillful 'chemists discovered carbolic acid, 
and, subsequently, a way of manufactur- 
ing salicylic acid ; then followed a whole 
progeny of sweet odors, including arti- 
ficial oil of wintergreen, all of which wero 
made from tho noisome tar; finally, a Ger- 
man chemist has found in tho creosoto of 
beech-wood a substauco out of which ho 
has produced, by msans of chloroform 
and excess of soda lye, a fragrant sub- 
stance closely rosombling in flavor and 
odor tho well-known vanilla bean. Tho 
new product is culled vanillino, and it is 
already extensively used as a substitute 
for tho nativo vanilla for all purposes 
where tho bean was formerly employed. 

Tho deposed King of Oude, who hold 
sway in India before England took pos- 
session, is considerably advanced in 
years, and decidedly discontented with 
his present lot, as is usually tho caso with 
persons, great or small, who aro out of 
business. The palace and grounds pro- 
vided for him by tho British Government 
extend ono mile on the river-bank in Cal- 
cutta. Tho main palace is in tho centre, 
and thero aro smaller palaces, numerous 
magnificent Htubles, and a hundred or 
more buildings occupied by tho king's re- 
tainers. Tho grounds aro beautifully or- 
namented and oxhibit many curious and 
ingenious devices. But the King of Ouda 
is really a prisonor of stale. Ho iv grant - 
ed an allowance equal to £2-1,000 a year 
by tho British Government; but ho not 
only spends that, but has frequently been 
deeply involved in debt.

Deems performed tho Episcopal Churoh 
burial service Tho coffin lid was then 
removed, and all wero pormittod to take a 
last look at tho face of tho dead Commo- 
doro. Tho remains wero then carried to 
tho Vanderbilt vault adjoining. 

New York, Jan. 8. — Commodore Van- 
derbilt's will was filed for probate to-day. 
Ho loaves all his property to his son Win. 
H, Vanderbilt, who is to pay tho following 
bequests: 500,000 dollars eaoh to four of 
his daughters; 300,000 dollars to each of 
his other four daughters; to Cornelius 
Vanderbilt his son, the interest on two 
million dollars; to Cornelius Vandorhilt, 
son of W. H., 250,000 dollars; to his wife 
250,000 dollars, in addition to 500,000 dol- 
lars settlod on her marriage, togethor with 
his mansion, furniture, plate, horses, etc. 
In addition ho loaves one million to be di- 
vided among a list of names which ho left 
with Wm. H. Vanderbilt. 

New Orleans, Jan. 8.— Abilliard match 
between Soalon and Slosson was won by 
tho formor, 75 innings. Winner's average 
2-4; largest run 417; tho largest run re- 
corded for Slosson is 102. 

Long Branch, Jan. 8. — Tho steamship 
Amerique, which ran ashore, lies embed- 
ded in saud ton or twelve foot. Her cargo 
consists of vnluablo paintings. 

Chicago, Jan. 8. — The Inter Ocean's 
Now Orleans special Bays there waB a 
fierco and denunciating mob at the Stato 
House during Packard's inauguration, and 
but for the presence of tho police and sol- 
diers in tho vicinity there would doubtless 
have been a repetition 'of tho bloody scenes 
of 1874. 

EUROPE. 
London, Jan. 8. — A Berlin special says 
Austria is calling out reserves in Bohemia 

and elsewhere. 

Vienna, Jan. 8. — Reliable information 
has been received that the memorandum 
of Sofet Pasha is so categorically opposed 
to the proposals of tho Powers, that unless 
plenipotentiaries mako considerable con- 
cessions in tho conferonco to-day hardly 
a chance of agreement remains. 

London, Jan. 8. — VariouB special dis- 
patches as to the probable attituda of tho 
Porto in to-day's sitting of tbo conference 
wero very conflicting. A Pera special to 
tho Telegraph, dated Sunday, says the 
Porto is apparently still determined to 
make no further concessions, and that the 
Marquis of Salisbury has already engaged 
a steamer to depart. Tho same corres- 
pondent confirms tho report that some ul- 
timatums will be proscnted. 

Constantinople, Jan. 7.— The Euro- 
pean plenipotentiaries mot at the Russian 
Embassy Saturday ovening. It is said 
thoy decided to declare at Monday's sit- 
ting of tho conferonco that they hava not 
modified thoir views and cannot make any 
fiutucr concessions. 

London, Jan. 8. — A correspondent of 
the Times says tho Porto seems willing to 
grant a consular commissioner for Bosnia 
and Herzegovina; but resists in regard to 
the ono for Bulgaria. Tho correspondent 
concludes an exhaustive review of the 
situation as follows: Tho difficulties still 
existing aro so irreeoncilablo, and at all 
events that further delay in decisions for 
a few days is justifiable

Nanaimo Nomination. 

Tho nomination for a memhor to repre- 
sent Nanaimo in tho Local House took 
place on Friday last . 

Messrs. D. sV. Gordon, P. Sabiston, 
James Harold and Mayor Bate were 
nominatod. Mayor Bate doelined, and 
Mr. Sabiston was absent through illness. 
Mr. Gordon said it would bo unwise to 
mako a pledge in reforonco to our ar- 
rangements with Canada on tho railway 
question, until a reply to tho memorial 
was received from Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment. "Ho would try to do moro than 
Mr. Bryden, who had done nothing, to 
impro\ eventration. 

Mr. Bryden hero stated that a private 
member could not bring in suoh a hill; it 
rosted with tho govornmont of the day 
Mr. Smith corroborated. 

Mr. Gordon said ho would consider it 
criminal on his part if ho did not push 
forward tho mining bill, a3 it would givo 
protection to all concerned. Ho then al- 
luded to tho opposition he had received 
from certain partios, be.causa he took a 
part in trying to procure Municipal insti- 
tutions for Nanaimo 10 years ago; also, 
to the persecution he had roceived from 
Mayor Bate. Ho wound up his remarks 
by saying, if you can look upon me as an 
Independent man and send mo to ropro- 
sent yon iu the Legislature, I will fully 
explain and strongly urgo the require- 
ments of this District. 

Mr. James Harrold said ho came boforo 
them as an Independent mnu, and not 
under the influence of any cliquo orparty, 
but nmenablo only to public opinion ami 
should .support measures and uotmonjho 
believed in allowing Governments to fall 
and rise according to their morits, and 
giving fair play to all. Was in favour of 
introducing tho British Mining Act in- 
tact and would uso his utmost endeavours 
for that purpose. An inspector of weights 
uud measures was necessary and ho would 
advocate tho appointmont of such an 
oflioer. Ho then gnvo a short 'rosumo' of 
the Canadian Pacifio Railway negotia- 
tion^ and said that tho Canadian Govern- 
ment should bo urged by every possiblo 
means to build tho railroad, no matter at 
what point it reached tho ocean. Tho 
railway was as necessary to tho interests 
of Canada as his right hand was to him. 
In reference to tho Island railway it seem- 
ed ns though tho Victorians wore willing 
to givo tho land and everythingelso for tho 
sako of the railway, but ho was strongly 
in favor of throwing the 20 milo reserve

ting a per capita tax on Chinamen and 
would urge the necessity for an additional 
member of this District and the creating 
of Cassiar into an Electoral District.

THE SPIRIT-BRIDE. 

Farther Testimony In Relation to the 
Murrlajfe of a MJclilRun Judge to a. 
Ghost at Torre Uuulu, Intl. 

Terre Haute, Ind. , December 18th. 
— Wo, tho undersigned, managers of 
Anna Stewart's seances, aro in daily 
receipt of letters calling our attention 

to, a report undor tho caption of "Mar- 
rying a Ghost," found in your issue 
of a rocont date, asking our vorsion of 
the unique Redding. In reply, we 
take from said report tho. following 
extract, fully endorsing, the statements 
made therein by your correspondent 

At 7 o'clock, Mrs. Stewart entered 
tho cabinet, the lights woro turned 
down and quiet prevailed, broken only 
t>y the awoet and trembling vibration 
of the doctor's music-box, a condition 
necessary to assist the controlling 
spirit to more fully materialize.

A French Murder. 

A peculiarly horri bio caso of murder 
has just come beforo tho Assizes of tho 
Charento-Inferier. Tho prisoner was an 
old man named Jean Boutod, aged 76 
yoars, and tho viotim was bis grandson, 
a young man of 18. Ho first shot him, 
and then triod to burn the body in a 
baking oven. Tho atitudo of tho aged 
culprit in Court was revolting by its 
oynicism and absenco of all shamo or 
fooling, as will bo scon from tho following 
short extract from his examination: — 

"President— What fault had you to 
find with your grandson? Ho was loved 
and esteemed by every body. Prisoner t- 
Yes, by blackguards liko himself. ; Ho 
stolo my rabbits. I had long mado up 
my mind to got rid of him. 

"President— How did you commit tho 
crime? Prison or — I hid myself behind 
the baking ovon, and lirod on him as he 
appioaohed. I waited for him several 
days. 

"President — Wero both tho barrels of 
your gun loaded V Priaonor— Yes; if the 
first charge failed I should havo the 
second. I intended to kill myself nftor- 
wards. 

"Presidout — Do you not repent of your 
abomiuablo action ? Prisoner— Why 
should I? On tho contrary, I think I 
did a very good thing." 

It was proved by tho witnesses that tho 
prisoner was a bad and brutal character, 
and after a vory sevoro sermon from tho 
judgo — to which, howevor, ho only eyni- 
cally shrugged his shoulders— ho "was 
sentencod to death, and loft tho Court 
smiling. 

Liberty of Speech in Russia. — Des- 
champs, tho comedian, visited St. 
Petersburg once to play an engage- 
ment. He arrived in mid-winter. 
"Holy Moses 1" ho ejaculated, "but it 
is cold." Five minutes ho was boforo 
a magistrate. "What havo I doue? 
Of what crime am I accused ?" "You 
havo been guilty of seditious utter- 
ances. Did you not a few minutes 
sinco advance tho proposition that 
horo, in tho capital of his Imperial 
Majesty, it was freezing cold ?" "I 
did, aud it is. I havo chilblains, even." 
"Prisoner, do not make matters worse. 
Tui3 timo I will ovorlook your offonso, 
do not repeat it. Understand for tho 
futuro that it, i« not oold — that it has 
no business to bo cold in Russia." 
Thereafter, though the Nova was frozen 
solid , Deschamps did not fail to parade 
tho streets in nankeen pantaloons. 
When ho returned to Franco, after 
narrating this incident, ho added: "I 
played dominoes six years iu ouo cafe 
at St. Petersburg with a set that hadu't 
any doublo six and I dared not ask for 
tho missing domino." 



Ttra Khedive has accepted Mr. Goschen's 
plan for tho settlemont of Egyptian finan- 
ces. Ho reserves twenty millions a year 
for government expenses, and appropriates 
tho rest of his incomo to pay his debt-?. 
Tho railways aro to bo transferred to En- 
glish management; and an Englishman is 
to bo appointed receiver-general of tuxes. 
This is a second step, and a long one, in 
the Disrat-li policy of acquiring control 
of Egypt; the first was tho acquisition of 
control of tho Suez Canal. Tho effect of 
climate aud location on questions of public 
policy is very curious. North of tho Med- 
iterranean tho integrity of tho Turkish 
Empire must be preserved at all hazards; 
south of tho Mediterranean there is no ob- 
jection to placing its richest province un- 
der English control.
